FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 



A Child is born for us; a son is given to us! Such good 
news deserves to be heard. Who will proclaim the 
tidings of great joy in the world? (Isaiah 9: 1-6) 


SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last week in my preaching on the story of the 
visitation from Luke's gospel, I shared the importance 
of our friendship and the need to be community so 
that we might understand more fully in our own lives 
how we fit into God's plan of salvation. We: like 
Mary and Elizabeth are called by the Father to be 
"Christ bearer" and to be "heralds" of the one we call 
Emmanuel. 


Henri Nouwen writes about how essential it is in 

our Christian journey to be in relationship with one 
another as friends and as community. Nouwen writes 
"can I ever let God's grace fully work in my life unless 
I can live in a community of people who can affirm it, 
deepen it and strengthen it". To me this is a powerful 
line and helps me to understand more fully the 
Eucharist in my life, especially as we pray it and 
celebrated it together. 

The bulletin insert for this week focuses on that of 
the Eucharistic prayer which is really about us as the 
community of faith offering the Eucharistic prayer to 
the Father through that of Christ. In the bulletin insert, 
we hear "When the priest prays this prayer he prays 
"we bring you these gifts"; "we ask you ..."; "we 
offer". That "we" signifies that all the baptized present 
at this Eucharistic celebration make this offering in 
union with Christ, pray this prayer in union with Him. 
And what is most important, we do not offer Christ 
alone; we are called to offer ourselves, our lives, our 
individual efforts to grow more like Christ and our 
efforts as a community of believers to spread God's 
Word and to serve God's people". 

Several weeks ago . I mentioned that from time to 
time I hear people say that was a real nice mass you 
said Father. The problem is that it is not my mass but 
it is our mass or liturgy that we offer and celebrate 
together. We bring our very lives, our sinfulness, 
struggles, sorrows, joys and even at times, our doubts 
and fears to the celebration of the Eucharist, offering 


it together that we might be healed and touched by 
Jesus in our lives. 

We are called to full . conscious, and active 
participation in the celebration of the Eucharist. 
Celebrating the Eucharist is not an easy thing to do. I 
find myself after the weekend liturgies, tired, not 
because I have Presided and preached at three 
liturgies, but because I had spentmyself; I gave my 
total being to God and the community at that liturgy, 
offering all that I am and about to the Father, through 
Christ and the Holy Spirit. As we celebrate and offer 
the Eucharist together let's make sure to spend 
ourselves, giving every thing we have back to the 
Father.
